A ConFIDENCE Man —THE CHECKERED 
CAREER OF THE COPELAND. \ 


Several days ago, the ATranta Con- 
STITUTION published an article comment- 
ing in severe terms upon a telegraphic 
dispatch sent from Greeneville to the 
Chicago Times, by Mr. L. F. Copeland, 
of this city, in regard to ex-President 
Jolinson’s views on religious matters. 
As our reporter was present at Greene- 
ville at the time, he knew the circum- 
stances and naturally did not wonder at 
the appearance of the CoNsTITUTION’s 
strictures, written as they were by a 
warm friend of Mr. Johnson’s. 

At the hotel in Greeneville, Mr Cope- 
land stated that he was the correspon- 
dent of the New York Herald, Chicago 
Times, etc., and put on considerable 
style, criticising the mannerin which the 
ceremonies at Mr. Johnson's funeral 
had been performed by the Musonic fra- 
ternity, saying that he had visited lodges| 
in every enlightened nation, cxcept In- 
dia, and they were not done properly 
here. At the time he made the former | 
statement, he knew the correspondent of | 
the Llerald was in town. 


| 
Copeland boarded at Mr. Daniel Lee’s 


and had ingratiated himself into the con- 
fidence of some of our best citizens, sev 
eral of whom had rendered him substan- 
tial favors. When be first came here, 
he left instructions with. the postoffice 
officials to place any letters for ‘“‘C. W. 
arren,” in his box, as he had a client 
of that name. 

Yesterday dispatches were forwarded 
to Milwaukee and various other points, 
making inquiries, but they resulted in 
nothing detinite. A letter was placed in 
the box of UnitedjStates District, Attorney 
Andrews, from a young lady in Geneva, 


New York, asking the whereabouts of 
©. W. Warren, which, coupled with the 
fact that this was an alias of the man 
mentioned in the Baltimore Gazette's 
article, aroused a great deal of curiosity. 

Copeland was recognized by Rev. Mr. 
Morton as having been at the Sunday 
school convention in Baltimore, in May 
last. Sunday night Copeland burned a 
good many of his private papers in his 
chamber, and among the debris was 
found an Indianapolis railroad check. 
This morning he moved from Mr. Lee’s 
and some threats of castigation were 
made as to his deserts. It is thought he 
will leave town to-night. Mr. Copeland 
says that the confidence man is a brother 
of his

laces, for some reason or other, selected

operations. So, on the29th of May last 
he made his appearance inthis city as 
Nev. L. F. Copeland On the train, he 
had met with Rev. Mr. Manker, of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, and presid- 
ing elder of this district, to whom after 
finding out what church Mr. Manker be- 
longed, he showed, besides other vouch— 
era, his license as a local preacher of the 
M. E. church, signed by Rev. Dr. Hib- 
bard, of the Syracuse (N. Y.) district. 
Having ingratiated himself into Mr. Man- 
ker’s confidence, the latter upon their ar- 
rival in the city, introduced himto Mr. 
Daniel Lee, a very respectale merchant 
ofthe city and member ofthe M. E. 
church, to whose house Copeland went to 
board. Having fully taken in the situa- 
tion, Copeland concluded that for the 
sake of the appearance of business, it 
would be just the thing to become a law- 
yer. Accordingly atthe last June term

was examined by a committee of lawyers, 
and admitted to the roll. He procured a 
prace in one of the offices at the court 

and hung out his sign as ‘‘L. F. 
Copeland, attorney at law.” Business 
did not come upon him likean avalanche, 
nor, indeed, did he seem to care much. 
For he still seemed to bear in mind that 
it was not alone his duty to save the in- 
nocent from temporal punishment, but 
to ‘cell sinners to repentance.” It was 
but an easy thing for him to combine 
worldly with sacred duties. So, having 
shown his license and church letter (from 
the church at East Marion, N. Y,,) to 
Rev. Mr. Goldman, pastor of the Clinch 
street M. E. Church, he was, of course, 
admitted to the privileges of the church. 
On Sunday, June 20th, on invitation of 
Mr. Goldman, he filled his pulpit, morn- 
ing and evening, preaching with some- 
thitig of his Canton eloquence and tothe 
great satisfaction of the congregation, 
who accepted him, of course, as worthy 
of the calling he professed. These per 
formances of course, gaye him only a 
partial intgoduction to our citizens. It 
was necessary that all our people should 
become acquainted with so valuable an

As a matter of course, he kept his eye 
on the main chance—the apparently 
leading object of his life.

Taus 
matters stood on Saturday evening, aud 
he had reason te exclaim then: ‘‘Now 
by St. Paul, the work moves bravely 
on.” 

soon after coming here Copeland, 
having taken a box at the postoffice, no- 
tified the clerk to put all mail matter ad- 
dressed to ‘‘C. W. Warren” in his (C.’s) 
box, since Mr. Warren was one of his 
clients. In this connection, a few days 
since, Judge Andrews, United States dis- 
trict attorney, received the following 
letter:

Upon inquiring at the post office, 
we learn that box 274 belongs to L. F. 
Copeland. This matter alone would be 
sufficient to fix the identity of our ‘‘L. 
F’. Copeland” and the “‘W. E. Copeland” 
described by the Baltimore Gazette. Be- 
sides, the personal description furnished 
by the Milwaukee chicf of police is an 
accurate description of the Knoxville 
Copeland. So bricf a description was 
never more marked, | 

During yesterday, we believé we beard 
of but one person who had any doubts 
on the question of identity. Copeland 
himself denies it, we understand, says 
the Baltimore article refers to a brother 
of his, but unfortunately for him, in his 
previous conversations, he had told his 
brother died several years ago He de- 
nies having been at the Baltimore Sun 
day-school convention, yet there is a 
gentleman of the highest respectability 
and intelligence now in the city, who re- 
members well to have met him there. 
He denies having been at Canton, Mis- 
sissippi, yet a gentleman and lady, now 
in the city, remember well to have heard 
nim preach at Canton, under the name 
of Horton. They have identified him 
since Sunday’s publication. He denies 
having been at Wilmington, yet there 
is a gentleman now in the city, who 
heard him preach in Wilmington as C. 
W. Warren. 

During Sunday, Copeland undertook 
to “‘brazen out” the matter. But yester- 
day morning his crest fell. He wander- 
ed nervously about the streets as if con- 
scious that his friends, whom he had de- 
ceived, had abandoned him. But for 
the consciousness that he has been and still 
is playing the = of a consummate vil- 
lian, we could have pitied him. At an 
early hour in the day he approached his 
landlord (Mr. Lee) and said, ‘I presume 
you wish me to leave your house.” ‘‘ Yes, 


sir, I do,” was the decisive reply. After- 


his passage had been removed, it was 
discovered that he had burned a lot of 
his papers. There was found in his room 
a linen collar marked “C. W. Warren” 
—thus adding another and clinching fact 
upon the question of identity. 

Copeland’s financial operations— money 
doesn’t seem to be this main point—a ~ 
pear to have been light. Two or three 
gentlemen, we believe, had been induced 
to indorse for him small amounts, but 
we Care to say nothing about such mat- 
ters, since we understand the parties 
have secured personal effects to make 
them whole. 

We know at this writing what has be- 
come of him, but we presume that before 
the morning dawns, he will have 

‘Folded his tent like the Arab 
And es silently stole away.”’ 


P. 8.—Since writing the foregoing, we 
learn that as Copeland was making his 
way toward the depot, at about -eleven 
o’clock, he was met by a number of 
persons who did not present him with a 
gold-headed cane, but ornamented him 
with a coat of tar and feathers in token 
of their appreciation of his character. 

_ Having divested himself, as far as pos- 
sible, of his newsuit, the Rev. L. F. 
Copeland departed at 2:30 o’clock onthe 
eastern train.
